Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  for  publication,  the  first 
of  a  series  of  three  special  reports  of  this  division,  intended  to  present 
in  a  concise  form  all  the  trustworthy  data  in  regard  to  farm  products 
and  live  stock,  collected  from  time  to  time  by  this  office,  together  with 
other  official  information  bearing  upon  these  subjects. 

This,  the  first  report  of  the  series,  is  entitled  "Number  and  Value 
of  Farm  Animals  of  the  United  States,  and  Animal  Products."  The 
second  will  deal  with  cereal  production,  and  the  third  with  miscellane- 
ous crops. 

These  reports  will  meet  the  increasing  popular  demand  for  agricul- 
tural and  live-stock  statistics,  and  will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of 
complying  with  the  numerous  requests  for  information  of  this  char- 
acter. I  therefore  respectfully  recommend  their  early  publication  in 
regular  order.

FARM  ANIMALS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


INTRODUCTION. 

The  collection  and  tabulation  of  statistics  relating  to  farm  animals 
in  the  United  States  have  "been  carried  on  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture since  January,  1864,  at  which  time  the  first  circular  of  inquiry 
was  sent  out,  but  the  failure  of  all  statistical  correspondence  in  the 
South  during  the  war,  and  the  defects  of  the  census  of  1860,  upon 
which  the  official  estimates  for  a  number  of  years  were  based,  have 
made  it  impossible  to  guarantee  the  accuracy  of  the  earlier  returns; 
hence  the  figures  thus  obtained  are  practically  valueless  for  compari- 
son with  those  of  subsequent  years.  The  period  1880  to  1896  has 
therefore  been  selected  as  the  basis  for  this  report,  as  its  figures  are 
readily  comparable  with  the  census  results  of  1880  and  1890.  For  the 
purpose  of  comparison  the  census  grouping  of  States  into  geographical 
divisions  has  also  been  maintained,  as  follows: 

North  Atlantic  Division :  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massa- 
chusetts, Ehode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Penn- 
sylvania. 

South  Atlantic  Division:  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  West  Vir- 
ginia, North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida.  (District  of 
Columbia  omitted.) 

South  Central  Division:  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana,  Texas,  Oklahoma,  Indian  Territory,  Arkansas. 
(Indian  Territory  not  included  in  census  group.) 

North  Central  Division:  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  the  Dakotas,  Nebraska,  Kansas. 

Western  Division:  Montana,  Wyoming,  Colorado,  New  Mexico, 
Arizona,  Utah,  Nevada,  Idaho,  Washington,  Oregon,  California. 

HOUSES. 

During  the  war  horses  became  scarce  and  high,  after  which,  as  num- 
bers increased,  prices  gradually  declined.  Since  the  commercial  depres- 
sion, from  which  recovery  commenced  in  1879,  there  was,  except  in  the 
years  1882  and  1891,  an  uninterrupted  increase  in  numbers,  culminating 
in  1893,  in  which  year  the  number  of  horses  was  165200,802,  an  increase 
of  5,005,002  horses,  or  44.6  per  cent  over  those  of  1880.  The  decrease 
in  1882  was  due  to  losses  from  inefficient  shelter  and  lack  of  food,  and 
numbers  decreased  7.9  per  cent  from  those  of  the  preceding  year ;  and 
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the  small  decrease  in  1891  was  caused  by  losses  from  disease,  usually 
attributed  to  feeding  decayed  corn.  During  the  period  1880  to  1890 
there  was  a  net  increase  of  26.9  per  cent  in  numbers,  and  from  1890  to 
1896,  a  still  further  increase  of  6.4  per  cent  is  shown,  so  that  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  there  was  a  steady  decrease  during  the  last  four 
years  of  the  period,  the  returns  for  1896  show  a  net  increase  of  3,922,257 
horses,  or  35  per  cent  over  those  of  1880.  During  the  period  a  numer- 
ical increase  is  noted  in  all  the  geographical  divisions  except  the  North 
Atlantic,  where  the  returns  for  1896  show  a  decrease  of  15.3  per  cent 
from  those  of  1880.  The  largest  percentage  of  increase  was  in  the 
Western  Division,  numbers  increasing  154.2  per  cent.  Arizona  shows 
the  most  marked  increase,  632.7  per  cent  from  1883  to  1896,  and  Massa- 
chusetts shows  the  largest  percentage  of  decrease,  returns  for  1896 
showing  a  decrease  of  52.2  per  cent  from  those  of  1880. 

Values  increased  steadily  until  1889,  when  the  total  value  of  horses 
in  the  United  States  was  $982,194,827,  an  increase  of  $368,898,216,  or 
60.2  per  cent  over  those  of  1880.  The  most  marked  increase  was  in 
1883,  when  the  total  value  increased  24.2  per  cent  over  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  increase  was  general  all  over  the  country,  but  was 
most  noticeable  in  the  newer  States,  where  the  increased  demand  for 
work  horses  consequent  upon  the  invasion  of  the  public  lands  by  new 
railroads  created  an  unusual  interest  in  horse  breeding.  Since  1889 
there  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  values,  with  the  exception  of  a  slight 
increase  in  1892,  due  almost  entirely  to  the  increase  in  numbers,  as  the 
price  differed  but  slightly  from  that  of  the  preceding  year.  During  the 
period  1880  to  1890  there  was  an  increase  of  59.6  per  cent,  1896  shows 
a  decrease  of  48.9  per  cent  from  the  total  value  in  1890,  and  a  net  decline 
of  $113,156,425,  or  18.5  per  cent,  from  that  of  1880.  All  the  geograph- 
ical divisions  show  a  decrease  in  values  except  the  Western  Division, 
in  which  there  was  an  increase  of  24  per  cent  during  the  period.  The 
largest  decrease  was  41.9  per  cent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Division,  Maine 
being  the  only  State  in  that  division  showing  an  increase,  while  in  the 
Western  Division  but  three  States,  Utah,  Nevada,  and  Oregon  show 
decreases.  The  average  farm  price  of  horses  increased  from  $54.75  in 
1880  to  $74.64  in  1884,  after  which  there  was  an  uninterrupted  decrease 
to  $33.07  in  1896,  each  of  the  last  three  years  showing  a  marked  decrease. 
The  suburban  extension  of  street-car  lines  and  the  consequent  demand 
for  rapid  transit,  causing  the  substitution  of  cable  and  electric  power 
for  that  of  horses,  has  been  a  large  factor  in  decreasing  the  demand 
for  those  animals.  The  use  of  bicycles  also  has  had  effect  on  the  price 
of  the  horse,  and  the  perfection  of  the  horseless  carriage  may  still  fur- 
ther curtail  his  usefulness.  The  average  farm  price  of  horses  for  the  first 
decade  of  the  period  under  consideration  was  $68.05,  for  the  last  seven 
years  $53.85,  and  for  the  entire  period  $61.30.  The  highest  prices  pre- 
vailed in  the  North  Atlantic  Division,  where  a  horse  was  worth  $73.29 
in  1880,  rose  to  $07.64  in  1885,  and  in  1896  is  worth  $50.22.  In  18S0  a 
horse  was  valued  less  in  the  South  Central  Division  than  in  any  other 


part  of  the  country,  being  worth  but  $36.56,  while  in  1896  the  Western 
Division  shows  the  remarkably  low  price  of  $23.29. 

It  has  been  necessary,  on  each  recurring  annual  investigation  relative 
to  farm  stock,  to  chronicle  an  amount  of  animal  suffering  and  death, 
much  of  which  is  as  unnecessary  as  expensive.  Neglect  and  exposure, 
habitual  and  almost  universal  in  the  barnless  sections  of  the  country, 
and  very  common  in  the  more  recent  settlements  of  the  colder  North- 
west, have  cost  the  farmers  millions.  The  tendency,  however,  for  a 
number  of  seasons,  has  been  toward  more  humane  and  rational  prac- 
tices in  the  treatment  of  stock.  No  attempt  was  made  to  tabulate 
losses  of  farm  stock  until  1884,  at  which  time  a  table  was  made  show- 
ing the  percentage  and  number  of  animals  lost  by  disease,  exposure, 
and  other  causes,  which  table  has  been  continued  each  year  up  to  the 
present  time. 

The  losses  of  horses  were  so  small  in  1884,  1885,  and  1887,  that  no 
attempt  was  made  to  tabulate  them.  In  1886,  0.7  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  horses  on  farms  were  lost  from  disease,  and  the  average  for 
the  entire  period  covered  by  the  table,  including  the  years  when  no  loss 
was  reported,  was  1.5  per  cent. 

MULES. 

Mules  have  a  record  somewhat  similar  to  that  of  horses.  Starting 
in  1881  with  a  decrease  of  0.5  per  cent  in  numbers  from  those  of  1880, 
there  was  a  steady  increase  up  to  1894,  with  the  exception  of  a  small 
decrease  of  1.5  per  cent  iu  1891,  after  which  there  was  a  decrease  in 
1895,  and  a  still  further  reduction  in  1896.  The  number  in  1890  shows 
an  increase  of  601,527  mules,  or  34.8  per  cent,  over  those  of  1880.  From 
1890  to  1896  there  was  a  decrease  of  2.2  per  cent,  and  for  the  entire 
period  the  number  of  mules  increased  549,446,  or  31.8  per  cent.  As  in 
the  case  of  horses,  there  was  an  increase  during  the  period  in  all  the 
geographical  divisions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  a  decrease  of 
2.3  per  cent  is  noted.  The  largest  percentage  of  increase,  55.8  per  cent, 
was  in  the  South  Atlantic  Division. 

In  values  there  was  an  uninterrupted  increase  up  to  1890,  and  a 
steady  decrease  from  that  time  to  the  present.  From  1880  to  1890  the 
total  value  increased  72.2  per  cent;  from  1890  to  1896,  it  decreased  43.4 
per  cent,  and  for  the  total  period  there  was  a  decrease  of  2.6  per  cent, 
the  total  value  of  mules  in  1896  being  $103,204,457  against  $105,948,319 
in  1880,  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  divisions  being  the  only 
sections  in  which  an  increase  is  noted.  The  average  farm  price  of 
mules  increased  from  $61.26  in  1880  to  $84.22  in  1884,  from  which  it 
decreased  steadily,  with  the  exception  of  a  slight  increase  in  1888  and 
1889,  to  $45.29  in  1896.  The  effects  of  the  industrial  depression  of 
1882  to  1886  were  felt  by  both  horses  and  mules,  but  not  until  1885,  and 
the  same  relative  values  were  maintained.  During  the  first  decade  of 
the  period  a  mule  was  worth  $77.01  on  the  farm.  During  the  last  seven 
years  his  value  averaged  $65.36,  and  the  average  farm  price  for  the 
entire  period  was  $71.74. 
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CATTJGE. 

The  returns  for  rnilch  cows  show  an  increase  in  numbers  in  every 
year  of  the  entire  period,  with  the  exception  of  1896,  in  which  year 
there  was  a  decrease  of  2.2  per  cent  from  those  of  the  preceding  year. 
For  the  first  ten  years  of  the  period  numbers  increased  32.6  per  cent; 
from  1890  to  1896  1.2  per  cent,  and  for  the  entire  period  34.2  per  cent. 
"  Other  cattle,"  after  a  slight  decrease  in  numbers  in  1881,  increased 
steadily  until  1892,  after  which  there  was  a  steady  decrease  up  to  the 
present  time,  interrupted  only  by  a  slight  increase  in  1894.  The  total 
for  the  period  1880  to  1890  was  73.6  per  cent  increase;  for  1890  to 
1896,  12.9  per  cent  decrease;  and  for  the  entire  period  51.1  per  cent 
increase. 

During  the  early  eighties  the  stock-growing  industry  was  consider- 
ably stimulated  by  the  advancing  price  of  meat  and  the  increase  in 
population.  The  farmers  of  the  Northwest  began  to  realize  the  impor- 
tance of  the  superior  profit  to  be  realized  in  the  production  of  beef  and 
milk  and  to  extend  the  cultivation  of  corn  and  pasturage  at  the  ex- 
pense of  wheat,  which  is  at  best  an  uncertain  crop  in  that  section  and 
whose  rate  of  yield  is  materially  lessened  by  continuous  culture. 

The  movement  in  values  differed  essentially  from  that  of  numbers. 
The  total  value  of  milch  cows  increased  each  year  until  1884,  after 
which  there  was  a  steady  decrease  until  1891,  with  a  gradual  increase 
until  the  end  of  the  period.  From  1880  to  1890  values  increased  25.8 
per  cent;  from  1890  to  1896,  3.4  per  cent,  and  during  the  entire  period 
30  per  cent.  The  returns  for  "other  cattle"  show  an  annual  increase 
in  value  from  1880  to  1887,  with  the  exception  of  1886,  in  which  year 
there  was  a  slight  decrease.  From  1887  to  1895  there  was  a  steady 
decrease,  interrupted  only  in  1892,  when  there  was  an  increase  of  4.9 
per  cent.  In  1896,  despite  decrease  in  numbers,  there  was  an  increase 
of  5.4  per  cent  in  value.  From  1880  to  1890  there  was  an  increase  of 
64  per  cent;  from  1890  to  1896  a  decrease  of  9.2  per  cent,  and  the  total 
value  for  1896  was  48.9  per  cent  greater  than  that  of  1880.  The  most 
noticeable  years  of  increase  in  values  of  all  cattle  were  1882  and  1883,  , 
and  the  large  increase  in  these  years  was  caused  largely  by  the  stimu- 
lation of  the  stock-growing  industry  previously  mentioned.  In  1882 
the  value  of  milch  cows  was  $30,212,250,  or  10.2  per  cent  more  than  I 
in  1881 ;  and  the  value  of  "  other  cattle"  exceeded  the  values  of  those  of 
the  year  previous  by  $100,207,992,  or  27.6  per  cent.  In  1883  the  values 
of  Rnilch  cows  show  a  still  further  increase  of  $70,086,095,  or  21.5  per 
cent;  and  those  of  "other  cattle"  $148,479,608,  or  32.1  per  cent  over 
those  of  the  preceding  year.  During  the  period  there  was  an  increase, 
in  both  numbers  and  values  of  milch  cows  in  all  geographical  divisions 
except  the  Western,  where  more  attention  was  paid  to  the  raising  of 
meat-producing  stock,  and  an  increase  of  222  per  cent  in  numbers  and 
164.6  per  cent  in  values  of  "other  cattle"  is  noted  in  that  division. 
The  percentages  by  States  and  by  geographical  divisions  are  shown  in 
Table  3. 
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The  average  farm  price  of  cattle  was  greater  in  1884  than  in  any 
other  year  in  the  entire  period.  Daring  1882  and  1883  the  increase 
in  prices  in  the  Territories  was  rapid.  New  railroads  crossed  the  pub- 
lic lands  and  brought  to  light  vast  areas  of  pasturage  which  were  made 
the  centers  of  new  ranches.  The  abundance  of  money  at  low  rates  of 
interest  also  stimulated  the*  business  of  stock  raising  and  caused  exten- 
sive competition  for  herds  of  cattle,  thereby  advancing  prices,  which 
rose  to  such  an  extent  that  calves  were  worth  more  in  the  West  than 
in  any  other  part  of  the  country,  and  were  brought  from  the  more 
eastern  States  by  thousands.  Yearlings  and  2-year  olds  were  driven 
from  the  Gulf  States,  through  Arkansas  and  Indian  Territory  to  the 
great  grazing  lands  of  the  West,  where  the  low  cost  of  pasturing  beeves 
enabled  stock  raisers  to  derive  an  immense  profit  by  producing  4-year 
olds  from  yearling  stock. 

The  farm  price  of  milch  cows  rose  from  $23.27  in  1880  to  $31.37  in 
1884,  from  which  it  fell  to  $21.40  in  1892,  after  which  there  was  a  steady 
increase  to  $22.55  in  1890.  During  the  first  ten  years  the  average  price 
was  $20.05;  for  the  remainder  of  the  period  it  averaged  $21.88,  and  for 
the  entire  period  $24.48.  Tbe  average  price  of  "other  cattle"  was 
$10.10  in  1880.  The  highest  price,  $23.52,  was  reached  in  1884,  and 
after  numerous  fluctuations  it  fell  to  $15.86  in  1896,  $0.24  per  head 
less  than  in  1880.  During  the  first  decade  of  the  period  the  price  aver- 
aged $19.86,  for  the  balance  of  the  term  the  average  was  very  much 
lower,  being  but  $14.99;  and  for  the  entire  period  it  was  $17.58,  which 
was  $1.72,  or  10.8  per  cent,  more  than  in  1896.  The  average  value,  by 
geographical  divisions  and  by  years,  is  shown  in  Table  4. 

The  losses  of  cattle  from  all  causes  fluctuated  between  4.3  per  cent 
in  1884  and  1887  (which  was  the  highest  percentage  of  loss  during  the 
period)  and  2.4  per  cent  in  1889,  the  lowest  percentage  of  loss  during 
the  period.  The  largest  actual  loss,  however,  was  in  1895,  when 
2,142,716,  or  4.2  per  cent,  of  the  entire  number  of  cattle  were  lost,  one- 
half  of  which  were  lost  from  winter  exposure.  No  attempt  was  made 
to  tabulate  losses  from  exposure  until  1890,  therefore  the  figures  for 
losses  from  that  cause  can  not  be  given  prior  to  that  time.  The 
largest  percentage  of  loss  from  winter  exposure  was  2.3  per  cent  in 
1890,  from  which,  after  numerous  fluctuations,  it  fell  to  1.1  per  cent  in 
the  present  year. 

SHEEP. 

No  very  marked  changes  in  numbers  of  sheep  have  taken  place. 
Following  1880  there  were  four  years  of  increase  which  were  followed 
by  five  years  of  decrease,  after  which  numbers  fluctuated  considerably 
until  the  end  of  the  period.  The  returns  for  1890  show  a  net  increase 
of  8.8  per  cent  over  those  of  1880.  In  1896  there  were  13.6  per  cent 
less  sheep  than  in  1890,  and  during  the  entire  period  there  was  a 
decrease  in  numbers  amounting  to  6.1  per  cent.  Values  increased 
until  1883,  after  which  there  was  a  steady  decrease  until  1888,  which 
was  followed  by  an  uninterrupted  increase  until  1893,  since  which  time

there  lias  been  a  heavy  decrease,  particularly  in  1894  and  1895,  in 
which  years  sheep  husbandry  was  in  a  period  of  depression.  This 
industry  is  peculiarly  susceptible  to  adverse  influences  and  feels  keenly 
any  depression  in  the  price  of  wool.  From  1880  to  1890  there  was  an 
increase  of  11.6  per  cent.  The  values  of  1896  were  $35,492,026,  or  35.3 
per  cent,  less  than  those  of  1890,  and  for  the  entire  period  there  was  a 
decrease  of  $25,062,802,  or  27.8  per  cent.  The  only  geographical  divi- 
sion in  which  the  returns  for  1896  show  an  increase  over  those  of  1880 
is  the  Western,  where  an  increase  of  48.2  per  cent  in  number  and  36.4 
per  cent  in  value  is  shown.  The  farm  price  of  sheep  fluctuated  between 
$2.66  and  $1.58,  the  highest  point,  $2.66,  being  reached  in  1893.  The 
average  price  for  the  entire  period,  however,  was  the  same  as  for  the 
first  decade,  being  $2.21  in  each  case,  and  for  the  balance  of  the  period 
following  1890  the  average  price  was  $2.20.  The  highest  prices  pre- 
vailed in  the  North  Atlantic  Division,  where  during  the  first  ten  years 
the  average  value  was  $3.29,  for  the  balance  of  the  period  $3.14,  and 
for  the  entire  period  $3.24.  The  South  Central  and  Western  divisions 
show  the  lowest  average  values,  farm  prices  ranging  from  $1.37  to  $2.32. 
In  all  sections  of  the  country  the  severity  of  the  winter  is  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  care  and  feeding  of  sheep.  This  is  especially  true  in 
the  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  States,  where  little  or  no  shelter  is  ever 
given  them.  In  States  where  sheep  are  properly  sheltered  there  is 
comparatively  little  loss  from  winter  exposure.  Losses  from  this  cause 
were  5.1  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  sheep  in  1890,  which  was  very 
much  larger  than  the  loss  from  similar  causes  in  any  succeeding  year, 
the  average  being  from  1.4  to  2.9  per  c.ent.  Dogs  arc  largely  respon- 
sible for  losses  of  sheep,  and  they  destroy  more  than  any  other  single 
foe.  In  1884  the  losses  from  all  causes  were  8  per  cent,  which  is  the 
largest  percentage  of  loss  since  such  figures  have  been  tabulated. 
With  constant  fluctuations  the  percentage  of  loss  reached  its  lowest 
point,  3.3  per  cent,  in  1892,  and  in  1896  the  total  number  of  sheep  lost 
from  all  causes  was  1,834,379,  or  4.8  per  cent  of  the  total. 

SWINE. 

Numbers  and  values  of  swine  are  constantly  fluctuating,  from  various 
causes,  the  principal  one  being  the  ups  and  downs  in  corn  values.  The 
home  consumption  rules  the  price  of  corn,  which  varies  with  the  prod- 
uct made;  and  stock  hogs  and  pork  products  sympathize  with  these 
fluctuations.  The  corn  failure  of  1881  made  pork  very  high  in  1882, 
and  numbers  increased  21.7  per  cent  and  values  54.5  per  cent  over  those 
of  the  preceding  year,  while  the  average  value  of  swine  increased  from 
$4.70  in  1881  to  $5.97  in  1882.  The  larger  harvest  of  1882  caused  a 
decline  of  1.9  per  cent  in  numbers,  though  values  did  not  feel  the  effect 
until  the  following  year.  The  returns  for  1890  show  a  numerical  increase 
of  51.6  per  cent  over  those  of  1880,  and  in  values  there  was  during  that 
time  an  increase  of  67  per  cent.  Following  1890  there  was  a  steady 
decrease  in  numbers  to  the  end  of  the  period,  interrupted  only  by  a 
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slight  increase  in  1892,  and  the  numbers  for  1896  show  a  decrease  of 
17  per  cent  from  those  of  1890.  The  movement  in  values  was  similar  to 
that  of  numbers,  except  that  the  years  1892  and  1893  each  show  a  large 
increase,  due  principally  to  the  removal  of  the  embargo  on  American 
pork  products  in  many  of  the  countries  of  Europe,  giving  an  enlarged 
market  whose  importance  will  only  be  appreciated  as  its  wants  become 
generally  known.  Notwithstanding  the  large  increase  above  referred 
to,  values  show  a  net  decrease  of  23.4  per  cent  from  1890  to  1896. 
There  was,  however,  during  the  entire  period  an  increase  of  8,808,659 
hogs,  or  25.9  per  cent  in  number,  while  values  increased  $40,748,230,  or 
28  per  cent.  Increases  in  numbers  during  the  period  are  noticed  in  the 
South  Atlantic,  North  Central,  and  Western  divisions,  while  in  values 
there  was  an  increase  in  each  of  the  divisions  except  the  North  Atlantic. 

From  $4.28  in  1880,  the  average  farm  price  of  swine  increased  steadily 
to  $6.75  in  1883,  the  highest  point  for  the  entireperiod.  The  lowest  figure, 
$4.15,  was  reached  in  1891,  and  after  numerous  fluctuations  it  became 
$4.35  in  1896,  an  increase  of  but  7  cents  over  that  of  1880.  During 
the  first  decade  the  average  farm  price  per  head  was  $5.21  •  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  period  it  was  $5.01,  and  for  the  entire  period  $5.12.  Table 
4  shows  the  average  farm  value  by  geographical  divisions  and  by  years. 

In  the  case  of  swine,  as  in  that  of  horses,  the  losses  from  disease  only 
are  given.  The  years  1886,  1887,  and  1896  are  the  most  marked,  and 
the  losses  in  those  years  were  principally  due  to  cholera.  In  some 
sections  of  the  country  whole  herds  were  destroyed  by  this  disease, 
which  in  turn  was  caused  to  no  small  extent  by  scarcity  of  food  and 
want  of  proper  attention.  In  1886,  5,892,477  hogs,  or  12.8  per  cent  of 
the  entire  number,  were  lost  from  disease;  in  1887  the  losses  num- 
bered 5,857,555,  or  13.1  per  cent  of  the  entire  number;  and  in  1896,  the 
losses  amounted  to  5,440,168  animals,  or  12.7  per  cent.  The  average 
loss  per  year  from  1884  to  1896  was  8.6  per  cent. 

TOTAL   VALUE    OF   ALL   FARM   ANIMALS. 

While  the  extent  of  the  industrial  depression  of  1882  to  1886  involved 
a  crippling  of  the  wage  receivers  of  the  country  and  a  consequent  crip- 
pling of  the  consuming  power  of  the  people,  it  did  not  generally  affect 
the  values  of  farm  animals  until  1885,  and  then  for  but  two  years,  and 
very  slightly.  The  total  value  of  farm  animals  had  a  steady  increase 
from  1880  to  1889,  interrupted  only  in  1885  and  1886,  as  stated  above. 
Following  1889  there  was  a  steady  decrease  to  the  end  of  the  period, 
with  the  exception  of  slight  increases  in  1892  and  1893.  In  1880  the 
total  value  of  farm  animals  in  the  United  States  was  $1,576,917,556  j 
in  1890  it  had  increased  to  $2,418,766,028,  an  increase  of  $841,848,472, 
or  53.4  per  cent.  In  1896  the  value  had  decreased  to  $1,727,926,084,  a 
decrease  of  $690,839,944,  or  28.6  per  cent,  from  the  1890  values,  and  an 
increase  of  $151,008,528,  or  9.6  per  cent,  over  those  of  1880.

NUMBER  AND  VALUE  OF  ANIMALS   PER  FARM   IN  THE  UNITED  STATES, 
IN  1880  AND  1890,  AND  PERCENTAGE  OF  INCREASE  OR  DECREASE. 

According  to  the  Eleventh  Census  there  were  4,008,907  farms  in  the 
United  States  in  1880,  and  in  1890  there  were  4,564,641,  an  increase  of 
13.9  per  cent.  Ko  farm,  however,  of  less  than  3  acres  was  included  in 
these  returns,  unless  $500  worth  of  produce  had  been  actually  sold 
from  it  during  the  year.  In  1880  the  average  number  of  horses  to  the 
farm  was  2.8  and  in  1890,  3.1,  an  increase  of  0.3  horse  per  farm,  or  10.7 
per  cent.  The  total  value  of  horses  per  farm  was  $153  in  1880,  and 
$214  in  1890,  an  increase  of  $61,  or  39.9  per  cent.  In  1880  there  was  an 
average  of  0.4  mule  per  farm  in  the  United  States,  with  a  value  of  $26, 
and  in  1890  the  number  had  increased  0.1,  making  an  average  number 
of  0.5,  an  increase  of  25  per  cent.  The  value  increased  to  $40  in  1890, 
an  increase  of  $14,  or  53.8  per  cent.  There  were  on  the  average  3 
milch  cows  on  each  farm  in  1880,  and  in  1890  the  number  had  increased 
to  3.5,  an  increase  of  0.5  cow,  or  16.7  per  cent 
from  $70  in  1880  to  $77  in  18G0,  an  increase  of  $7 

The  number  of  other  cattle  per  farm  was  5.3  in  1880,  with  a  value  of 
$85,  and  in  1890  there  were  8.1  valued  at  $123,  an  increase  of  2.8  cattle 
with  an  increased  value  of  $38,  or  52.8  per  cent  for  number  and  44.7 
per  cent  for  value.  The  average  number  of  sheep  fell  from  10.2  in 
1880  to  9.7  in  1890,  a  decrease  of  0.5  sheep,  or  4.9  per  cent.  There  was 
a  corresponding  decrease  in  value,  from  $23  in  1880  to  $22  in  1890,  a  I 
decrease  of  $1,  or  4.3  per  cent. 

The  number  of  swine  rose  from  8.5' in  1880  to  11.3  in  1890,  a  gain  of  j 
2.8,  or  32.9  per  cent,  The  value  also  rose  from  $36  in  1880  to  53  in  1890, 
an  increase  of  $17,  or  47.2  per  cent,  There  were  on  the  average  farm  in 
the  United  States  in  1880,  30.2  animals  whose  total  value  was  $393,  and 
in  1890  there  were  36.2  animals,  valued  at  $529,  an  increase  in  numbers 
of  6,  or  19.9  per  cent.,  more  than  keeping  pace  with  the  increase  in 
number  of  farms,  which  was  13.9  per  cent;  and  in  value  the  increase 


The  value  increased 
,  or  10  per  cent. 
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was  $136,  or  34.6  per  cent.  The  average  farm  in  1880  contained  2.8 
horses,  0.4  mule,  3  milch  cows,  5.3  other  cattle,  10.2  sheep,  and  8.5  hogs, 
making  a  total  of  30.2  animals ;  and  in  1890  there  were  3.1  horses,  0.5 
mule,  3.5  milch  cows,  8.1  other  cattle,  9.7  sheep,  and  11.3  hogs,  making 
a  total  of  36.2.

RELATION    OF   FARM   ANIMALS    TO    POPULATION. 

In  1880  there  were  23  horses  for  each  100  of  population  in  the  United 
States,  and  numbers  of  horses  fluctuated  between  that  figure  and  20 
until  1892,  when  they  increased  to  24,  and  in  the  following  year  to  25, 
the  highest  point  in  the  entire  period,  from  which  there  was  a  steady 
decrease  to  21  in  1896,  a  decrease  of  2  from  the  figures  of  1880,  or  8.7 
per  cent.  For  the  first  ten  years  the  average  was  21.5,  for  the  remain- 
ing seven  years  23.1,  and  for  the  entire  period  22.2,  a  decrease  of  0.8 
per  cent  from  the  figures  of  1880,  and  an  increase  of  1.2  over  those  of 
1896.  Values  started  with  $1,239  in  1880  and,  with  numerous  fluctua- 
tions, increased  to  $1,620  in  1889,  the  highest  point  in  the  period,  from 
which  they  finally  fell  to  $709  in  1896,  the  lowest  point  in  the  entire 
period,  being  a  decrease  of  $530  from  the  values  of  1880,  or  42.8  per 
cent.  The  average  for  the  ten-year  period,  1880  to  1889,  was  $1,462,  and 
for  the  last  seven  years  $1,245,  while  for  the  entire  period  it  was  $1,363, 
an  increase  of  $124  over  the  figures  of  1880,  and  $654  over  those  of  1896. 

There  were,  on  the  average,  3  mules  for  each  100  of  population  in  the 
United  States  in  1880.  In  1882  the  number  had  increased  to  4,  where 
it  remained  for  twelve  years.  In  1894  the  average  decreased  again  to 
3,  where  it  stayed  until  the  end  of  the  period.  For  the  first  ten  years 
the  average  was  3.6,  for  the  last  seven  years  3.5,  and  for  the  entire 
period  3.5.  Values  of  mules  per  100  of  population  increased  steadily 
from  $214  in  1880  to  $297  in  1884,  the  highest  point  in  the  entire  period. 
Dropping  to  $288  in  1886,  there  was  an  increase  to  $296  in  1889,  from 
which  tli ere  was  a  steady  decline  to  $147  in  1896,  a  decrease  of  $67,  or 
1791— Xo.  11 4 
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31.3  per  cent,  from  the  value  in  1SS0.  For  the  first  decade  the  average 
was  $275,  for  the  "balance  of  the  period  8229,  and  for  the  entire  period 
$254. 

For  the  first  three  years  of  the  period  under  consideration  the  aver- 
age number  of  milch  cows  per  100  of  population  was  24,  after  which  it 
remained  at  25  for  seven  years.  In  1890  it  reached  26,  the  highest 
point  in  the  entire  period,  followed  by  three  years  in  which  it  remained 
at  25,  from  which  it  fell  to  23  in  1396?  a  decrease  of  1,  or  4.2  per  cent, 
from  the  numbers  of  1880.  The  general  average  for  the  first  ten-year 
period  was  24.8,  for  the  last  seven  years  24.6,  and  for  the  entire  period 
24.7.  The  average  value  per  100  of  population  had  an  uninterrupted 
increase  from  $565  in  1880  to  8780  in  1884,  from  which  there  was  a 
gradual  decrease  to  $516  in  1896,  a  decrease  of  $49,  or  8.7  per  cent, 
from  the  values  in  1880.  For  the  period  1880  to  1889  the  average  was 
$661,  for  1890  to  1896,  8538,  and  for  the  entire  period  $605. 

The  average  number  of  "other  cattle'7  per  100  of  population  increased 
steadily,  interrupted  only  in  1SS1,  from  43  in  1880  to  59  m  1S90,  the 
highest  point  in  the  period,  from  which  there  was  an  uninterrupted 
decrease  to  46  in  1896,  an  increase  of  3  over  those  of  1880,  or  7  per  cent. 
The  general  average  for  the  first  ten  years  was  52.1,  for  the  last  seven 
years  54.1,  and  for  the  entire  period  53.  The  movement  of  average 
values  of  "  other  cattle"  in  relation  to  population  was  steadily  upward. 
from  $690  in  1880,  until  they  reached  their  highest  point,  81,258,  in  1834, 
from  which  there  was  a  steady  decline  to  $700  in  1895,  with  a  slight 
recovery  to  $722  in  1896,  an  increase  of  $32  over  the  figures  of  1880,  or 
4.6  per  cent,  For  the  first  decade  the  average  was  $1,035,  for  the 
remainder  of  the  period  8810,  and  for  the  entire  period  the  value  per 
100  of  population  was  $932. 

The  movement  of  numbers  of  sheep  in  relation  to  population  was 
steadily  upward,  from  S2  per  100  in  1880  to  93  in  1883  and  1884,  from 
which  there  was  a  steady  decrease  to  54  in  1896,  interrupted  only  in 
1890  and  1893,  in  each  of  which  years  there  was  a  slight  increase. 
There  was  a  decrease  of  28  in  the  period,  or  34.1  per  cent.     For  the  first 
ten  years  the  general  average  was  83.4  j  for  the  following  seven  years  it 
was  66,  and  the  average  for  the  entire  period  was  75.5.    Tallies  increased  ; 
from  $182  in  1880  to  $234,  the  highest  point,  in  1883,  from  which  there  j 
was  a  downward  movement  to  $150  in  1889,  followed  by  four  years  of 
increase,  reaching  $190  in  1S93,  after   which  there  were  three  years 
of  decrease,  reaching  the  lowest  point,  $92,  in  1896,  a  decrease  of  890  ! 
during  the  seventeen  years,  or  49.5  per  cent;  for  the  first  ten  years  the 
values  averaged  $185,  slightly  more  than  those  of  1880;  for  the  last 
seven  years  the  average  was  $145,  and  for  the  entire  seventeen  years, 
$167. 

Starting  with  69  in  1880,  the  numbers  of  swine  per  100  of  population 
reached  their  highest  point,  S5,  in  1882.  For  the  next  four  years  they 
remained  at  81,  followed  by  two  years  of  decrease,  reaching  75  in  1888. 
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The  following  year  there  was  a  recovery  to  83,  from  which  there  was  a 
steady  decline  to  61  in  1896,  a  decrease  of  8  in  number  during  the  sev- 
enteen years,  or  11.6  per  cent.  The  general  average  for  the  first  ten 
years  was  78.6 ;  for  the  following  seven  years  71.9,  and  for  the  entire 
period  75.5.  Values  started  at  $295  in  1880  and  reached  their  highest 
average  in  regard  to  population  in  1883,  when  the  value  was  $550  per 
100.  This  was  followed  by  a  steady  decrease  to  $315  in  1887,  after 
which  there  were  two  years  of  increase,  reaching  $480  in  1889,  from 
which,  with  constant  fluctuations,  values  finally  fell  to  $265  per  100  of 
population  in  1896,  the  lowest  figure  reached  during  the  period.  There 
was  a  decrease  of  $30  during  the  period,  or  10.2  per  cent.  The  average 
for  the  ten  years,  1880  to  1889,  was  $410;  for  the  seven  years,  1890  to 
1896,  $360;  and  for  the  entire  seventeen  years,  $387. 

The  total  value  of  all  farm  animals  per  100  of  population  increased 
from  $3,185  in  1880  to  the  highest  point,  $4,545,  in  1884,  from  which 
there  was  a  steady  decrease,  with  but  few  fluctuations,  to  $2,451  in 
1896,  the  lowest  point  reached  during  the  entire  period.  The  decrease 
for  the  period  was  $734,  or  23  per  cent.  For  the  first  ten  years  the 
general  average  was  $4,028  per  100  of  population;  for  the  last  seven 
years  $3,327,  and  for  the  entire  period  $3,708. 

The  relation  between  population  and  number  and  value  of  farm 
animals  is  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  following  table:

RELATION  BETWEEN  THE  TOTAL  VALUE  OF  FARM  ANIMALS  AND 
THAT  OF  EACH  CLASS. 

An  analysis  of  the  relation  between  the  total  valne  of  all  farm  ani- 
mals and  that  of  each  class  of  animals  may  prove  interesting-  in  connec- 
tion with  this. 

Horses  in  1880  represented  38.9  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  all  farm 
animals.  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  1881  and  a  considerable  one 
in  1882,  when  it  reached  32.3,  the  lowest  point  in  the  entire  period 
until  1895,  when  the  percentage  fell  to  31.7,  and  in  1896  to  28.9.  Fol- 
lowing 1882  there  was  a  regular  increase  until  1892,  when  it  reached  its 
maximum  figure  of  40.9,  interrupted  only  in  1889,  in  which  year  there 
was  a  decrease  of  one-tenth  of  1  per  cent,  and  in  1891,  when  there  was 
no  change  from  the  percentage  of  1890.  During  the  first  ten  years  of 
the  period  the  average  percentage  of  the  total  value  was  36.3;  for  the 
remainder  of  the  period  it  was  37.4,  and  for  the  entire  period  36.8. 

The  percentage  of  the  total  value  represented  by  that  of  mules  was 
6.7  in  1880.  From  that  it  increased  with  but  slight  interruption  to  7.7 
in  1891,  from  which  it  fell  to  6  in  1896,  a  decrease  of  0.7  per  cent  from 
the  figures  of  1880.  The  average  percentage  for  the  ten  years  1880  to 
1889  was  6.8;  for  the  seven  years  1890  to  1896,  6.9,  and  for  the  entire 
period  6.9. 

The  percentage  for  milch  cows,  after  a  depression  ]asting  from  1885 
to  1894,  rose  from  17.8;  in  1880  to  21.1  per  cent  in  1896.  For  the  first 
decade  the  average  was  16.4  per  cent;  during  the  last  seven  years  it 
was  16.2  per  cent,  and  for  the  entire  period  16.3  per  cent. 

In  percentage  of  the  value  of  u  other  cattle "  there  was  a  steady 
increase  from  21.7  in  1880  to  28.3  in  1885.  From  that  it  declined  to 
22.1  in  1893,  and  rose  again  to  29.4  in  1896,  when  it  reached  its  maxi- 
mum. The  averages  are  as  follows:  For  the  first  ten  years,  25.7  per 
cent;  for  the  last  seven  years,  24.3  per  cent;  and  for  the  entire  period, 
25.1  per  cent. 

Sheep,  after  a  steady  decline  from  5.7  per  cent  in  1880  to  3.6  in  1889, 
rose  to  5.1  in  1893,  from  which  they  fell  to  3.8  in  1896.     The  average  for 
the  ten  years  1880  to  1889  was  4.6,  a  little  more  than  1  per  cent  lower  ! 
than  that  of  1880;  for  the  next  seven  years  it  fell  to  4.4  per  cent,  and  | 
the  percentage,  4.5,  for  the  entire  period  varies  but  little  from  that  of 
the  two  first  named. 

The  fluctuations  in  the  case  of  swine  were  numerous  and*largely  ' 
affected  by  the  prices  and  exports  of  pork.     For  the  first  ten  years  ! 
swine  represented  10.2  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  all  farm  animals; 
for  the  latter  period  they  represented  10.8  per  cent,  and  for  the  entire 
period  10.4  per  cent. 

By  applying  the  census  percentage  of  working  oxen  to  the  figures  for 
all  cattle  in  the  following  table,  which  shows  the  percentage  of  the  total 
value  of  farm  animals   represented  by  that  of  each  class,  it  appears

that  the  value  of  draft  animals  represents  about  47  per  cent  of  the 
total  value  of  farm  animals  in  1880 ;  and  in  1896,  45  per  cent:

EXPORTS  OF  FARM  ANIMALS  FROM  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Horses  and  mules. — The  number  of  horses  exported  from  the  United 
States  decreased  from  3,0(30  in  1880  to  2,248  in  1882.  Increasing  to 
2,800  in  1883,  they  steadily  fell  to  1,611  in  1887,  from  which,  though 
fluctuating  somewhat,  the  numbers  increased  to  5,246  in  1894  and 
19,984  in  1895.  Though  the  total  values  show  a  large  increase  for  the 
period,  the  average  export  value  has  fallen  from  $221  in  1880  to  $111 
in  1895,  a  decrease  of  49.8  per  cent,  bearing  out  the  facts  shown  in  the 
other  tables,  and  showing  that,  though  none  but  the  finest  horses  are 
exported,  the  prices  of  even  the  best  grades  have  fallen  to  a  great 
extent.  After  numerous  fluctuations  both  in  numbers  and  values  of 
mules  exported,  they  finally  fell  from  5,198  mules  in  1880,  valued  at 
$532,362,  to  2,515  in  1895,  valued  at  $186,452.  The  average  export 
value  was  $102  in  1880  and  $74  in  1895,  showing  a  decline  of  $28  in 
average  value,  or  27.5  per  cent. 

Cattle. — The  exports  of  cattle  increased  from  182,756  in  1880  to 
331,722  in  1895,  or  81.5  per  cent,  and  values  from  $13,344,195  in  1880 
to  $30,603,796  in  1895,  an  increase  of  129.3  per  cent.  The  average 
value  of  cattle  exported  has  steadily  increased  from  $73  in  1880  to  $92 
in  1895.  This  apparently  high  value  is  the  result  of  various  causes. 
In  the  first  place,  only  the  best  and  heaviest  cattle  are  exported, 
usually  weighing  from  1,300  to  1,700  pounds  each,  and  at  the  farm 
they  command  a  much  higher  price  than  the  average.  To  this  is 
added  the  cost  of  transportation  and  keeping  as  well  as  insurance,  so 
that  after  everything  is  taken  into  consideration  the  above-mentioned 
prices  are  not  abnormally  high. 
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Sheep. — The  number  of  sheep  exported  decreased  from  209,137  in 
18S0  to  139,670  in  1882,  and  after  numerous  fluctuations  to  128,852 
in  1839,  from  which  there  was  a  sudden  decrease  to  67,521  in  1S90  and  a 
steady  decrease  to  37,260  in  1893,  from  which  it  rose  in  1891  to  132,370 
and  in  1895  to  105,718,  by  far  the  largest  number  of  any  of  the  years 
covered  by  this  report.  The  decrease  in  1890  to  1893  was  undoubtedly 
caused  by  the  general  agricultural  depression  in  all  countries,  more 
especially  in  Great  Britain.  The  movement  of  export  values  of  sheep 
about  kept  pace  with  that  of  numbers,  and  the  average  value  increased, 
after  various  fluctuations,  from  $4.27  in  1880  to  $6.13  in  1S95.  The 
average  farm  price  was  also  on  the  increase  during  the  years  of  agri- 
cultural depression,  and  was  caused  by  an  increase  of  home  consump- 
tion rather  than  a  demand  for  foreign  shipment. 

Sic  hie. — Exports  of  swine  decreased  from  83,134  in  1SS0  to  16,129  in 
1883,  from  which  they  rose  to  75,383  in  1837  and  dropjjed  the  next 
year  to  23, 755 ;  rising  again  to  95,65-1  in  1891,  the  largest  number  of 
the  entire  period,  they  fell  to  27,375  in  1893,  from  which  they  fell  sud- 
denly to  1,553  in  1891  and  finally  rose  to  7,130  in  1S95.  Tallies  also 
show  numerous  fluctuations.  Starting  at  8421,089  in  1880  they  rose  to 
$1,116,630  in  1891,  and  in  1895  the  total  value  of  swine  exported  was 
but  $72,421.  The  average  value,  however,  rose  from  $5  in  1880  to  810 
in  1895,  an  increase  of  100  per  cent. 

The  total  value  of  farm  animals  exported  from  the  United  States 
fluctuated  considerably,  nearly  every  year  showing  either  a  marked 
increase  or  a  marked  decrease.  On  the  whole,  the  values  increased 
from  $15,865,432  in  1880  to  $35,702,656  in  1895,  or  125  per  cent. 

The  following  table,  compiled  from  the  publications  of  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Department,  shows  by  years 
the  number  and  value  of  each  kind  of  live  animals  exported  from  the 
United  States  during  the  fiscal  years  1880  to  1895,  inclusive:

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EXPORTS   OP   MEAT   PRODUCTS   FROM   THE   UNITED   STATES. 

Exports  of  beef  products,  not  including  canned  meats,  increased  froih 
210,722,293  pounds  in  1880  to  243,106,833  pounds  in  1881,-  from  that  it 
decreased  to  161,555,091  in  1883.  Increasing  in  1881  to  226,896,211,  it  fell 
to  200,071,638  in  1886.  The  addition  of  canned  meats  brought  the  num- 
ber of  pounds  up  to  226,369,211  in  1887,  though  the  value  for  the  same 
year  would  indicate  a  decrease  in  the  total  quantity  of  meats  ex- 
ported. From  1887  there  was  an  uninterrupted  increase  to  507,229,428 
in  1891,  after  which  there  was  a  steady  decrease  to  314,598,139  pounds 
in  1S95.  The  values  of  beef  products  exported  from  the  United  States 
fell  from  $25,889,397  in  1880  to  $18,895,843  in  1882 •  each  of  the  next  two 
years  shows  an  increase,  the  value  reaching  $23,224,506  in  1881.  From 
that  there  was  a  steady  decline  to  $15,517,882  in  1887,  followed  by  four 
years  of  increase,  the  value  reaching  $35,0S8,315  in  1891,  from  which  it 
fell  steadily  to  $27,478,589  in  1895,  being  but  $1,589,192,  or  6.1  per  cent, 
greater  than  that  of  1880. 

The  quantities  of  hog  products  exported  from  the  United  States  show 
numerous  fluctuations,  the  highest  year  being  1881,  which  was  very  little 
larger  than  1880.  The  exports  reached  the  lowest  point  in  1883,  when 
there  were  but  627,093,446  pounds  exported  $  1895  shows  a  decrease 
from  1880  of  138,677,328  pounds,  or  11.3  per  cent.  Values  of  exports, 
however,  show  an  increase  from  $84,838,242  in  1880  to  $89,757,428  in 
1889.  The  highest  point  was  reached  in  18S1,  from  which  it  fell  steadily 
to  the  lowest  point  in  1886;  from  that  it  rose  with  slight  fluctuations 
to  $93,433,582  in  1S91  and  fell  to  $89,757,428  in  1895,  an  increase  of 
$4,919,186,  or  5.8  per  cent,  over  the  values  of  1880. 

The  exports  of  mutton  show  a  marked  decrease  both  in  quantities 
and  values.  Starting  with  2,335,858  pounds  in  1880  the  quantities 
reached  their  highest  point,  3,380,147,  in  1881,  from  which,  in  1S82,  there 
was  a  sudden  drop  to  1,373,384,  followed  by  three  years  of  constant 
increase,  reaching  3,355,660  in  1885,  being  but  little  short  of  that  of 
1881.  The  next  year  there  was  a  marked  decrease  to  1,059,435,  followed 
in  18S7  by  a  still  further  decrease  to  371,572,  from  which  it  gradually 
decreased,  with  but  few  fluctuations,  to  108,211  in  1893.  In  1S94  there 
was  a  sudden  recovery  to  2,197,900  pounds,  from  which  it  fell  to  591,449 
in  1895,  a  decrease  from  the  exports  of  18S0  of  1,744,409  pounds,  or 
74.7  per  cent.  Values,  however,  reached  their  maximum  in  1885,  after 
which  there  was  a  sudden  decline  the  following  year,  and,  with  numer- 
ous fluctuations,  the  lowest  point  was  reached  in  1892.  There  was  a 
sudden  recovery  in  1891,  keeping  pace  with  the  increased  quantity 
exported  that  year ;  from  that  there  was  a  large  decrease  in  1895,  values 
declining  to  $47,832.  On  the  whole,  the  value  of  mutton  exported  in 
1895  shows  a  decrease  of  $128,386,  or  72.9  per  cent,  from  that  of  1880,  a 
difference  of  but  1.8  from  the  percentage  of  decrease  in  quantity. 

Exports  of  oleomargarine  decreased  from  39,322,811  pounds  in  1884 
to  28,657,938  in  1886.  In  1887  they  increased  to  46,547,559  pounds, 
from  which  they  decreased  to  30,294,581  in  1SS9.     Then  followed  five 
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years  of  increase,  bringing  the  exports  np  to  127,194,845  pounds  in 

1894,  from  which  they  fell  to  88,199,775  in  1895,  an  increase  of  48,876,934 
pounds,  or  124.3  per  cent,  over  that  of  1884.  Values  have  followed  the 
same  course  as  quantities,  and  though  there  have  been  numerous  fluc- 
tuations in  average  prices  they  have  not  been  sufficient  to  change  the 
order  of  increase.  The  average  export  price  per  pound  in  1884  was 
12  cents  and  in  1895,  9  cents.  There  was  an  increase  in  value  of 
83,257,120  from  1884  to  1895,  or  67.3  per  cent. 

The  total  value  of  exported  meat  products  increased  from  -$110,903,857 
in  1880  to  $130,216,303  in  1881,  from  which  it  fell,  with  numerous  fluctu-' 
ations,  to  881,201,319  in  1888,  the  lowest  point  in  the  period;  this  was  fol- 
lowed by  four  years  of  increase,  bringing  the  value  up  to  $128,769,233 
in  1892.  There  was  a  decrease  in  1893,  followed  by  an  increase  to 
$134,285,694  in  1894,  from  which  the  values  declined  to  $125,383,331  in 

1895.  The  increase  for  the  entire  period  was  $14,479,474,  or  13.1  per  cent. 
The  following  table,  compiled  from  the  same  sources  as  the  preceding 

one,  shows  the  quantity  and  value  of  meat  products  exported  from  the 
United  States,  1880  to  1895 :

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PRODUCTION,  IMPORTS,  EXPORTS,  AND  CONSUMPTION  OF  WOOL. 

The  following  table  shows  our  total  supply  of  wool  for  home  con- 
sumption from  botli  domestic  and  foreign  sources  for  the  years  1880  to 
1895,  inclusive.  The  figures  for  production  are  from  the  estimates  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  those  for  imports  and  exports  were 
furnished  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  United  States  Treasury 
Department.  The  production  of  wool  shows  a  steady  increase  from 
232,500,000  pounds  in  1880  to  308,000,000  in  1885,  from  which  it 
steadily  decreased  to  265,000,000  pounds  in  1889.  Each  of  the  following 
four  years  shows  an  increase,  and  the  production  in  1893  amounted  to 
303,153,000  pounds.  There  was  a  decrease  to  298,057,384  pounds  in 
1891,  followed  in  1895  by  an  increase  to  309,718,000  pounds.  The  full 
period  shows  an  increase  of  77,218,000  pounds,  or  33.2  per  cent. 

The  imports  shownumerous  fluctuations  both  in  quantities  and  values, 
the  largest  quantity,  200,033,906  pounds,  being  imported  in  1895,  show- 
ing an  increase  of  60.8  per  cent  over  the  128,131,747  pounds  imported 
in  1880.  The  year  1895  also  shows  the  largest  value  of  imports,  though 
the  percentage  of  increase  for  the  period  was  far  less  than  that  for 
quantities,  being  but  7.7  per  cent.  The  total  value  of  imports  of  wool 
in  1895  was  $25,556,421,  an  increase  of  $1,828,771  over  that  of  1880. 
For  both  quantities  and  values  the  lowest  point  was  reached  in  1894, 
when  the  imports  were  but  55,152,585  pounds,  valued  at  $0,107,438. 

The  exports  of  domestic  wool  show  numerous  fluctuations.  Starting 
with  191,551  pounds  in  1880,  with  a  value  of  $71,987,  they  reached 
their  lowest  point  in  1881,  in  which  year  there  were  but  10,393  pounds 
exported,  valued  at  $3,073.  From  that,  with  many  fluctuations,  the 
exports  increased  to  520,247  pounds  in  1894,  with  a  total  value  of 
$90,676,  and  in  1895  there  was  a  marked  increase  to  4,279,109  pounds, 
valued  at  $484,463,  an  increase  over  the  exports  of  1880  of  4,087,558 
pounds,  valued  at  $412,476,  or  2,133.4  per  cent  for  quantity  and  573  per 
cent  for  value.  Exports  of  foreign  wool  also  show  numerous  fluctua- 
tions. In  1880  there  were  3,648,520  pounds  exported,  with  a  total  value 
of  $637,586.  The  lowest  point  was  reached  in  1884,  when  there  were 
2,304,701  pounds,  valued  at  $343,456,  exported.  The  highest  point  was 
reached  in  1887,  in  which  year  the  quantity  was  6,728,292  and  the  value 
$824,770.  The  largest  value,  however,  was  in  1881,  when  it  was 
$991,407.  From  1887  there  were  continued  fluctuations,  reaching 
5,977,407  pounds,  valued  at  $824,882,  in  1894,  and  in  1885  there  was  a 
marked  decrease  to  2,343,081  pounds,  valued  at  $294,100,  the  quantity 
being  nearly  as  low  as  that  of  1884,  and  the  value  being  by  far  the 
smallest  in  the  period.  In  1895  there  was  a  decrease  from  the  exports 
of  1880  of  1,305,439  pounds,  or  35.8  per  cent,  with  a  corresponding 
decrease  in  value  of  $343,486,  or  53.9  per  cent.  The  total  quantity 
of  wool  exported  started  with  3,840,071  pounds  in  1880,  reached  its 
lowest  point  in  1884,  when  there  were  but  2,315,094  pounds  exported, 
and  increased  to  6,986,232  in  1887,  the  highest  point,  from  which,  with 
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many  fluctuations,  it  fell  to  6,622,190  in  1895,  an  increase  of  2,782,119, 
or  72.4  per  cent,  over  the  exports  of  1880.  The  total  value  started 
with  $709,573  in  1880,  increased  to  $1,010,624  in  1881,  the  highest  point, 
and,  as  in  the  case  of  quantity,  shows  many  fluctuations,  falling  to 
$346,529  in  1884,  the  lowest  point,  and  finally  reaching  $778,563  in  1895, 
an  increase  over  the  value  of  the  exports  of  1880  of  $68,990,  or  9.7  per 
cent.  Of  the  total  exports  in  1880,  5  per  cent  of  the  number  and  10.1 
per  cent  of  the  value  were  represented  by  domestic,  and  95  per  cent  of 
the  number  and  89.9  per  cent  of  the  value  by  foreign,  exports ;  while  in 
1895  the  domestic  exports  equaled  64.6  per  cent  of  the  total  quantity 
and  62.2  per  cent  of  the  value,  and  the  foreign  had  decreased  to  35.4 
per  cent  of  the  quantity  and  37.8  per  cent  of  the  value,  showing  an 
enormous  increase  in  the  proportion  of  domestic  exports  during  the 
period. 

The  consumption  of  wool  in  the  United  States  has  increased  from 
356,791,676  pounds  in  1880  to  509,159,716  pounds  in  1895,  an  increase 
of  42.7  per  cent.  There  was  a  decrease  to  290,385.247  pounds  in  1881, 
the  lowest  year  of  the  period,  followed  by  three  years  of  steady 
increase,  bringing  the  consumption  up  to  376,035,557  pounds  in  1884. 
From  1886,  when  the  consumption  equaled  424,404,109  pounds,  there 
was  a  decreasing  tendency  until  1890,  when  there  were  377,911,776 
pounds  consumed,  after  which,  with  the  exception  of  1894,  there  was 
an  increase  each  year  until  it  reached  the  figures  given  above  for  1895, 
the  largest  year  of  the  period.

FARM  ANIMALS    OF    THE   WORLD. 

The  following  tabular  statement  presents  an  estimate  of  the  number 
of  farm  animals  in  the  principal  countries  of  the  world.  The  figures 
used  are  either  census  returns  or  official  estimates,  and  have  in  most 
cases  been  obtained  directly  from  the  original  official  publications  of 
the  respective  countries.  Where  official  sources  were  not  available 
the  Statesman's  Yearbook,  the  Imperial  Institute  Yearbook,  and  Jura- 
sckek's  Uebersichten  der  Weltwirtschaft  were  freely  consulted. 

The  object  of  this  compilation  is  to  furnish  a  comparison  of  the 
number  of  farm  animals  in  the  United  States  with  that  of  other  coun- 
tries. It  is  unfortunate  that  the  methods  of  taking  a  census  or  mak- 
ing an  estimate  of  the  number  of  domestic  animals  differ  materially  in 
different  countries.  In  the  United  States,  Canada,  the  United  King- 
dom, and  some  other  countries  animals  on  farms  only  are  enumerated, 
while  in  most  other  countries  all  domestic  animals  in  the  classes  speci- 
fied, whether  on  farms  or  in  cities,  are  taken  into  account.  The 
returns  of  the  Eleventh  Census  of  the  United  States,  for  instance, 
show  that,  besides  the  animals  on  farms,  the  number  of  live  stock  on 
ranges  and  Indian  reservations  in  1890  was  as  follows :

In  addition  to  these  animals,  which  are  excluded  from  the  figures  in 
the  table,  there  is  a  large  number  of  domestic  animals,  particularly 
horses,  mules,  and  milch  cows,  in  the  United  States  which  are  also  not 
included  in  the  figures  reported,  as  there  were  no  statistics  collected  as 
to  live  stock  in  cities,  or  even  in  the  rural  districts  except  when  found 
on  farms.     It  will  also  be  seen  that  the  dates  for  which  the  estimates  are 
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made  vary  considerablj'  for  the  different  countries,  from  18S0  in  Bel- 
gium to  1896  in  the  United  States.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  for 
purposes  of  comparison  the  figures  for  each  country  must  he  used  with 
due  caution*  and  this  is  especially  true  for  the  totals  for  the  various 
continents.  It  must  he  understood,  of  course,  that  the  totals  for  con- 
tinents, as  well  as  the  grand  total,  do  not  include  the  number  of  animals 
not  comprised  in  the  table,  nor  do  they  in  all  cases  include  all  classes 
of  animals  in  the  countries  named.  In  the  case  of  Brazil,  for  instance, 
the  only  information  available  was  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  cattle, 
and  in  inany  other  cases  the  figures  are  wanting  for  one  or  more  of  the 
classes  of  animals  represented  in  the  table.
